Lord  Gorrell,  at  a  meeting  of  edu- 
cationists, has  taken  issue  with  those 
who  say  lhat  idealism  has  no  place 
in  the  practical  life  of  the  British 
nation.  Me  believes  that  it  is  per- 
fectly possiblf"  to  be  an  idealist  and 
yet  to  be  practical.  In  other  words, 
it  is  possible  to  look  ahead  as  well  as 
to  take  into  cotisidrration  the  facts 
of  the  present  as  they  present  them- 
selves. "A  true  definition  of  the 
idealist."  sa>s  Lord  C.orell.  "is  one 
who  asks  in  which  direction  that  with 
whieb  bib  tnind  is  concerned  is  tend- 
iiiR.  His  Is  a  case  of  fa<  in«  the  tnris 
but  not  necessarily  being  governed 
by  tfmn,  f»ot  taking  the  pi^sent  and 
'  'his  .Ttid   tl''  1'-    is  the 

stale  ot  thmgs  wc  have  to  consider.' 
The  great  distinction  that  must 
'•^>■«^  1 draws  btlwaan  tbc  idealist 
and  the  realist  fe<tlNK  the  realist  at> 
tachcs  supreme  importance  to  the 
facts  of  the  moment,  while  the  idealist 
takea  them  at  their  true  ,  value  ai 
SOTMthillt  tbtl  exists,  but  not  neces 
aarily  as  something  thai  xist." 

Lord  Corell  is  emphatic  m  laying 
that  the  ttaabing  profession  above  all 
others  is  concerned  \Nitli  idr.ibMn 
lie  nukes  no  secret  of  hia  belief  that 
idealtom  is  boond  up  with  individu- 
ality, thout{b  he  thinks  tb.it  individu 
aKty  is  .one  of  the  rarest  things  in 
human  nature.  Thinkers  are  rare 
he  says,  but  notliiuR  is  more  com- 
mon than  the  parrot.  There  is  far 
too  touch  of  allowing  other  people 
to  do  our  thinking  for  us.  Tbo  gircot 
nvin  of  history  had  in  many  cases 
not  been  distinguished  at  their 
schools.  Many  of  them,  indeed,  had 
been  complete  failures,  showing  that 
tb*  school  life  gave  no  scope  for 
tlMir  talents.

In  a  volume  of  essays  and  speeches 

l-y  Mr  H  H.  Asijuitb  which  have 
just  bc^n  published,  there  is  one 
spateh  wbieb  summarises  bis  utk  to 

Eton  boys  on  reading  and  writing  and 
which  contains  as  sound  and  sensibte 
adricc  as  has  ever  been  givto  ott  anch 
a  subject.  He  alluded  in  that  ipttch 
to  the  vast  multitude  of  flimsy  rub- 
bish which  in  these  days  caters  for 
the  taste  both  of  boys  and  of  Kruwn 
Up  people.  He  expressed  the  belief 
that  an  enormous  amount  of  time  and 
opportnnity  for  real  enjoyment  is 

wasted  over  empty  and  flcetini,'  triv 
lalities  by  people  who  will  not  take 
the  trouble  to  go  to  the  true  fonntain 
of  pleasure  which  flows  through  the 
great  masterpieces  of  fiction  and 
biography.  His  advice  on  srhat  to- 
read  is  the  advice  that  might  be  ex- 
pected fronj  one  of  bis  scholarly  rep- 
utation, and  what  he  has  to  say  about 
qualities  which  should  predominate 
in  the  art  of  writing  is,  perhaps,  com- 
monplace, but  in  his  verbiage  it  has 
given  to  those  qualities  an  added  sig,- 

nifirancr  I'learne^s  and  terseness  he 
emphasizes  more  than  anything  else. 
We  quote: 

The  first  is  clearness.  ()l)sciinty 
and  involution  a^e  the  certain  signs 
cither  of  idleness  or  sffectation,  or 
muddy  thinking,  or  pedantry;  and 
these  in  the  sphere  of  composkioa  are 
Ik*  Cardinal  Sins.  The  next  is  tcxse- 
ness.  We  all  know  the  benedictions 
that  have  hern  pruii'  um  ed  on  the 
man  who  makes  two  blades  of  grass 
grow  where  one  grew  before.  .\n 
equally  strong  malediction  is  deserved 
by  the  writer  or  speaker  who  uses 
two  words  where  one  voold  suffice. 
That  does  not  in  the  least  imply  that 
good  writing  should  be  indifferent  to 
shades  of  meaninK,  to  discrimination, 
and,' if^  i"i  es,.ii\'.  accunnilation  of  ap- 
propriate, epithets,  or  to  the  graces 
and  charms  of  metapln  r  ami  artistic 
ornament.  Cicero  and  Burke  are  vul- 
garly called  ^ffuac  'writers;  but  it 
you  examine  their  best  passages  (and 
every  writer  ought  to  be  judged  by 
his  best)  you  will  not  find  a  super- 
fluous word  There  are  many  exam- 
plen  (of  gni.d  writing)  in  the  masters 
iif  prose.  Iiiit  the  best  are  to  fie  found 
in  the  poets.  1  will  only  cite  one, 
the  words  of  K^nt.dn  the  death  of 
King  Lear: 

"Vex  not  his  ghost.  O  let  hfm^ssl 

he  hates  him  • 
That  would  upon  the  rack  of  this 

'ik  tough  world 
StrsMi  hini  ont  tongef."   ^  * 
Three    lines;    twenty-fotir  words, 

and  only  one  that  is  not  a  mono- 
s\ liable:  and  vet  there  is  hardly  a 
more  moving  or  imi^t-essive  passage 
in  our  own  or  any  other  lifcratwre. 

A  writer  in  Tb«  Belfast  Northern 
Whig  asks  if  the  aim  of  education 
can  be*stated  in  terms  which  would 
apply  everywhere.  He  says  truth  is 
the  aamc  everywhere,  but  if  vve  look 
at  nations  we  find  remarkably  dif- 
ferent conceptions  of  the  aim  of  ed- 
ucation. In  FVance  it  is  "how  does 
tbt'  boy  express  himself?":  in  Kng- 
land,."how  ({pes  he  conduct  himself?*; 
in  .  dermapy,  .  "lirhat  .does  he 
know?",  and  in  .\merica.  "what 
can  he  do?"  Having  enumer- 
ated these  viewpoints,  the  writer 
tsks:  "Is  any  one  of  these 
aims  true  to  the  exclusion  of  the 
others,  or  sre  they  recognitions  of  the 
difficulty  of  staling  an  aim,  and  com* 
promises  on  what  seems  tei  the  na- 
tions to  be  the  most  important  side 
of  the  aim?"

When  it  is 
In  a  semi-liquid  state  stir  it  until 
absolutely  smooth  with  a  bone  paper- 
knife  an<l  stand  the  Jam  Jar  In  a  shal- 
low [lan  balf-fiill  of  almost  boillnK 
water,  to  keep  ihe  chocolate  from 
hardening  again  while  coating  the 
"centree."  which  must  have  been  put 
In  readinoaa  beforehand.  ' 

Dn  not  .idd  water  to  the  chocolate 
in  the  .lar  a  sinirle  drop  would  com- 
pletely spoil  it. 

For  the  cenlrei* — which  should  be 
aa  varied  as  possible — use  lumps  of 
glace  ginger  and  of  pineapple  (aot 
ihf  crystalltied  kind),  some  stoned 
dates,  some  knobs  of  pink  and  white 
Turkish  delight,  and  small  squares  of 
butterscotch  or  nougat. 

If  chocolate  creams  are  deslreil 
make  some  fondant.  Put  two  fea- 
apoonfuls  of  white  nf  egg  and  the 
same  quantity  of  water  into  a  soup 
plate  and  gradually  stir  In  about  half 
n  pound  nf  well-sieved  Icing  sugsr 
with  H  fork,  .idil  the  Hugar.  ,1  big 
spoonful  at  a  time,  ilntil  the  mixture 

is  so  stiff  thst  It  la  laipoairthle  to  atlr 

it  any  more. 

Divide  the  mixture  Into  two  paru. 
tint  oae  part  pale  pink  with  coehlaeal. 
end  flavoi*with  vanllls:  Jea>-e  the  re- 
maining part  white,  and  flavor  with 
a  few  drops  f>f  peppermint  esaenf-e. 

Roll^up  tho  fondant  Into  balla  or 
cut  into  small  cubes  and  place  them 
on  sugared  paper  to  harden  for  a 
few  hours. 

To  cost  the  centres  pick  them  up 
one  by  one  on  the  point  of  a  clean 
long  pin  or  a  very  fine  Skewer  and 
enrh  one  into  the  melted  choco- 
1  ite  When  well  coated,  hold  It  over 
the  Jar  for  a  moment  to  allow  t))e 
auperfluoua  chocolats  to  drip  back 
Into  the  Jar  and  place  It  on  oiled 
paper  to  dr>". 

Place  the  coated  ihoeol.i  t  n  sh.rf 
distance  apnrl  When  ii.i  r\ 
decorate  the  topa  with  half ■almond.s 
(previously  blanched  by  dipping  Into 
boiling  water),  or  dried  walnuU 
preoaed  gently  along  the  tope,  or  wKh 
minute  slices  of  ginger  or  plnespple 
cut  Into  triangles  or  diamonds,  or 
with  crystallised  violet*  or  rose  leaves, 
or  leave  them  plain. 

Stiver  Paper  Wrapplag 

Those  ohoeolatee  whioh  are  filled 
with  preeenred  fruit  or  Turkleh  de- 
light filling  can  be  wrapped  in  silver 
paper.  Those  with  uncooked  fnndanl. 
eontaining  raw  vhlte  of  egg.  should 
be  eaten  soon  after  they  are  made. 

Chocolate    hiaoults.    ao    beloved  of 
amall   nuraery   folk,   can    be  autde 
tfrom  the  remains  of  coating  (Choco- 
late, using  the  smallest  plala  bieaalu 
obtainable  for  "wwitrea."

Wlllard  Wanted  Rrvrncr 

He  came  Uaat  to  aaa  me.  L«i«  in 
1921,  1  believe  it  waa.  ha  mat  me  In 
Now  York.  I  knew  than  Jaat  how 
much  to  heart  he  had  takan  that  de- 
feat.   Ha  w^inted  revanva, 

1  took  the  nia'.t'T  up  With  Dcmpaey. 
and  Kc.irnH.  Th»T<"  wa.s  coniiiderable 
t.ilk  and  dlikcrmg.  hut  ihr-  iipnhot 
w.is  :i  Itrliof  th.it  thf  public  would 
ii'ii  1)P  interealcd  in  a  return  conteat. 
Thi.s  hurt  Wlllard  very  much.

He  did  eaaay 
another  comeback  last  year,  but  at 
the  time  of  his  formar  datarmlnatlon

Spiritual  Healing 
Tha  Bplaoopallana  have  been  fore- 
most among  tho  regular  Protestant 
communions  to  <deal  with  theincreas- 

Inglv  popular  f|Mistlon  of  spiritual 
healing.  In  C  anada-  it  I"  practised, 
aa  In  British  Columbia,  w  ith  the  ap- 
proval of  some  church  leaders.  In 
the  United  Btataa  tha  ProtaaUnt 
KplacopsI  Congress  has  an  active 
commission  nt  work,  and  now  there- 
port  of  the  (omniittep  appolnieii  by 
the  An  hblshoii  of  Canterbury  at  the 
request  of  the  Liimbeth  Conference 
of  Bishops  In  1130  has  Juat  bean 
issued.  The  commlttca  was  com- 
poH»d  of  five  bishops,  several  clergy- 
men and  doctors.  The  general  posi- 
tion presented  la  that  spiritual  heal- 
Ine  muat  not  exclude  medlcaV  means 
or  methods,  including  paychotharapy, 
which  have  their  due  ahara  la  phyal- 
cal  recovery,  but  that  the  objective  is 
the  raising  of  the  whole  n.iture  of 
the  patient  to  a  higher  level.  The 
emphatic  statement  la  made  that  the 
healing  of  the  aplrit  to  primary,  the 
heaflng  of  the  body  aaeewdary. 

('c  nppralion  Iplwren  'h..i"i-  who 
care  for  the  aoul  and  iho.te  who  care 
for  the  body  must  be  sought,  Rell- 
glow  teachers  muat  make  thamaalves 
familiar  with  psychology  and  pajrche- 
therapy  Full  weight  muat  be  given 
to  the  scientific  discoveries  pf  thoae 
who  arc  ln\ psiik.ti  in;:  :  !ir  inter-rela- 
tion of  spirit,  mind,  and  body.  It  to 
pointed  out  that  with  all  tka  ad- 
vances la  paycbolagyin  tha  laat  few 
years,  there  la  smi  ranalderahta  dl- 

vprslly  Tif  opinion  am«nx  eipcrls  on 
questions  bnth  of  principle  and  of 
treatment. 

Health  In  body,  mind  and  apirH  to 
fiod's  primary  will  for  Hie  children; 
filse.tse  ihTefore  i«  to  bp  i-f»m 
bateil  In  liod'd  name  Thp  iie^pr  to 
exercise  Nplrlliial  healing  Is  thf  hprl- 
lago  of  these  who  are  living  in  (el- 
lowehip' wHk  Chrlat.  and  la  a  prerag- 
attrt-  of  HIg  CBurch.  Tha  work  of 
the  Church  to  td  develop  In  Ita  mem- 
bers an  attl'ude  of  trust  in  (;od  and 
to  train  thctn  to  appmaih  all  ques- 
tions of  disease  In  thto  spirit.  The 
report  does  net  taver  a  diatlnct  min- 
istry of  healing.  T>ar  pnrpeaae  of 
healing,  prayer  and  the  sacrament 
should  be  used  in  conjunction,  atoe 
unrtlon  (I.e..  anolntlna  with  oil  by  a 
prlaat )  and  the  laying  on  of  handa. 
Othtr  methods  of  preeadure  may  be 
found  helpful.  In  flanefal.  reilgiaua 
methoda  aeem  -mere  applloaMe  In 
sir kneaoea  where  moral  or  Intellectual 
diffteultlen  have  contributed  to  the 
dlanr^er 

Aa  to  apeclal  aerviees  of  healing,  er 
healing  mtoatena.  th*  eemmlttee  i" 
cautleue.  Cvidenee  bath  far  and 
against  aech  miselenf  had  been  re 
eei»e,j  frnm  churchmen  overseas. 
I  The  committee  waa  not  able  to  In- 
terview Mr.  Htokaen^  btaMBlf  a  lay- 


man, who  has  been  the  most  prom- 
inent among  Eplacopallans.  in  such 
servtees.  These  healing  mtoalona  la- 
volved  quastlona  of  "maaa  payehal.

Ini;  power  of  Christ.  It  In  tpntative; 
it  Is  a  preamble.  The  committee 
therefore  recommends  tli«  .ippolnf- 
ment  of  a  permanent  conr>mlttee  of 
clergy,  doctors  and  psyeheloclafta  ta 
advisf  the  Chureh  autharttlaa  en 
these  mattera.

will  not  attract  bird  neighbors,  \ialaas 
thara  la  watar  near  at  hand.  The 
birds  want  watar  to  drink  and  watar 
to  bathe  In.  They  drink  constantly 
and  "tub  In"  at  least  two  or  three 
tlnie.s  a  day.  Sink  .1  tin  or  an 
earthenware  dinh  about  three  Inches 
into  the  turf  of  the  lawn,  making  the 
edge  of  the  dish  even  with  the  top  of 
the  ground,  and  Into  it  twice  a  day 
pour  fresh  water.  It  ia  the  moet 
petant  attraction  for  all  kinda  of 
hlrda,  and  you  will  And  that  not  only 
your  own  frlanda.  but  othara  from  a 
diatanea  will  come  to  bathe  or  to 
driak."
